Synthetic Food. 


In the laboratories of Liverpool Uni- 
versity investigators have succeeded in 
producing synthetic sugar. The produc- 


tion, needless to say, was neither cheap 


gor easy, but the mere fact that this}: 
fundamental food substance has been pro- Sho 


duced artificially is of enormous import- 
ance, At the present time the entire 
animal kingdom subsists, either directly 
or indirectly through: other animals, on 
the vegetable kingdom. The plants are in 
turn supported by the animals, but they 
alone have power to synthesise nourish- 
ment out of the chemical element of which 
it is composed. The leaves of plants 
are laboratories, like that of Liverpool 
University, in which they manufacture 
foodstuffs, and the only difference is that 
the plants are pastmasters at the art. 
They produce easily and in enormous 
quantities what the Liverpool professors 
have produced in minute quantities at the 
expense of, enormous pains. How tho 
plant succeeds in manufacturing carbo- 
hydrates and bailding them into its own 
structure in the form of cells has been a 
mystery. As soon as science has grasped 
the secret—and, if it has built up chemicals 
into sugar, it has done in principle nearly 
all that a plant can do—the day when 
man will depend no longer on the animal 
and vegetables for his food is in sight. 
It * a hundred, or even a thousand, 
years before a synthetic food is put on 
the market at a practicable cost. A 
thousand years, however, is but a moment 
as human progress reckons time.

In what proportions the members of an 
enlightened community should apply 
themselves to work and amusement re- 
spectively is a matter of argument.

Prince Andrew, brother of ex-King Con- 
stantine, has been sentenced by the Re- 
volutionary Tribunal to perpetual banish- 
ment, loss of his military rank and dis- 
missal from the Army for refusing to 
carry out an order to attack while in com- 
mand in Asia Minor. 

‘Prince Andrew and Princess Alice left 
Athens yesterday afternoon and embarked 
at Phalerum on a British warship. 

The charge sheet set out that when the 


Sangarius, stopped at Kale Grotto for

The Second Army Corps headquarters, in- 
stead of carrying out the order, replied that 
an attack to the north was impossible owin 
to the enemy’s strong defensive works, an 
that no great advance could be made at that 

int. 

The Commander-in-Chief thereupon ordered 
the Chief of Staff of the Second Army Corps 
to be replaced. 

Prince Andrew said that his justification 
for not making an attack was that it was re- 
ported to him that the enemy was withdraw- 
ing his force from the right to the left, with 
the object of attacking the Greek right. 
Third Corps was on the right, and it was 
ordered to defend itself and to tell the First 
and Second Corps when it was attacked, so 
that they, in their turn, might attack. No 
such advice was received, hence his in- 
activity. 

Colonel Sariyanni, Papoulas’s Chief of 
Staff, said that.the battle would have been 
won if the Second Corps had carried out its 
orders. 
He added that the Prince’s refusal to 
execute the order was the subject comment 
throughout the Army, and the attitude of the 
Second Corps had a bad influence and led to 


a retreat. . 

General Papoulas, recalled, asked why he 
did not replace Prince Andrew, replied- that 
he considered that it was not sible to re- 
p him because of his influence with the 
Army as the King's brother. 


THE KING'S PRESTIGE. 
Colonel — also admitted that at 
that time the King's prestige with the Army 
was great, and that consequently Prince 
Andrew also had influence. It would have 
been unfair to treat the Prince as any other 
General, as he was only a figurehead, and 
only occupied the position of Chief of an 
Army Corps owing to the fact that he was a 
brother of the King. 

General Trivilas, for the defence, 
vigorously supported the Prince's action, and 
said that General Papoulas’s orders were 
virtually contradictory. He denied that the 
accused.men eyer refused to carry out orders, 
or ever hesitated to do so.

He 
said that the Prince was disciplined to a

The 
sentence was communicated to him by the 
rosecutor. Personal friends hastened to in- 
orm Princess Alice, the wife of the accused 
man, who expressed herself as relatively 
happy at the outcome of the trial.

GOVERNMENT LOANS.

“THE TIMES ” OF TO-DAY SAYS — 


The survey of the present condition of 
British farming, which out Agricultural Corre- 
spondent completes to-day, makes it clear 
that ruin and bankruptcy for thé farmer must 
mean ruin and bankruptcy for the industry 
of British agriculture. That is what the 
urban population, the consumers of British 
agricultural and dairy produce, in peace as 
well as in war, have got to realise. ~ 

It can be saved to some extent by the laying 
down of big tracts of arable land to grass. 
If anything will avert wide and irreparable 
isaster, it will be our herds and flocks, pro- 
vided always that care is taken to select sires 
of a better quality than is now too often the 
case 


Increased attention to improved methods of 
rearing poultry, and the growing of useful 
kinds of fruit, are other reforms which he 
recommends, .But Government loans, the 
farmers believe—in our opinion, with com- 
plete justification—are the need and hope 
of the moment. With help of this kind, 
added to extended co-operation amongst 
themselves, especially with the object of 
curbing the middleman and getting rid of the 
disparity between producers’ and consumers’ 
prices, we believe that there is a real hope 
that the farmers will succeed in saving their 
great and valuable industry from the decay 
with which itis threatened. It would be a bad 
day for the country if the whole of its popula- 
tion ever came to be exclusively urban.

DEFEAT OF SWISS PLAN. 

The Times, commenting editorially upon 
the signal defeat of the Socialist Party in 
Switzerland in respect of its proposal to make 
a re on capital, remarks :—A levy on 
capital violates the root principle of taxation, 
which is that income should be taxed, but 
not the capital which produces it. 

Capital being a physical, and not a 
monetary, asset, it is impossible to tax 
capital itself, except by creating a vast dis- 
tortion of values. A deflation of the national 
balance-sheet in this country, as proposed by 
the Labour Party, by a sum of approximately 
£3,000,000,000 would involve a violent dis- 
turbance of values if it were collected in a 
short tume. 

Both prices and wages would fall heavily, 
while the borrowing powers of those who 
carry on the trade of the country would be 
reduced owing to the loss of their capital. 
The war debt has become a part of the 
economic system of this country, and any 
attempt to deal with it by heroic measures 
would inevitably bring disaster to every one. 

This capital costs the taxpayer about 5 per 
cent. In the hands of the public it earns a 

eat deal more. The difference would be 

st on a capital levy. Apart from the in- 
ability of the country to pay additional taxa- 
tion, the administrative difficulties of assess- 
ing and collecting such an impost would be 
so formidable that the objective would 
partially lost before they could be sur- 
mounted. In short, the proposal, for which 
in theory there is much that might be said, 
is impracticable.

MAIL VAN AND LETTERS

GREAT SOUTHERN AND WESTERN

Further damage to the Great Southern and 
Western Railway system is reported.

It is also 
stated that another bridge between Bagenals- 
town and Carlow was destroyed. 

Eight telegraph poles have been cut down 
south of Hazelhatch. : 

A mail bag was raided off the 6.15 p.m. 
train from Burrow to Waterford. 

A culvert was blown up between Midleton 
and Mogeely, temporarily interfering with the 
service on that branch, and some telegraph 
poles were cut. 

Between Dundrum and Goolds Cross an 
engine and fifteen wagons, consisting princi- 
pally of coal, were forcibly derailed on the 
recently repaired bridge, and it will be. at 
least a couple of days before these repairs can 
be completed. 

On Saturday morning 4 pa 
running from Cork to Mallow was “held up 
at a three-arch bridge, between Mourne 
Abbey and Ballyduff, and the whole train was 
burned. 

Another case is reported in regard to the 
11.55 a.m. goods Maryborough to Waterford, 
which was held up between Maryborough 
and Abbeyleix. The driver, fireman, and 
guard were removed, and the engine and nine 
wagons were then sent away unmanned, no 
doubt with the intention of derailing the train.

The Championship Committee of the Royal and 
Ancient Club issues an mye oe report by Mr. Robert 
Harris (Captain of the British team) on the tour 
of the international team sent to America, of which 
the following is a N — 

The fact that. the hampionship Committee 
selected players whose amateur status was above 
suspicion, gave great satisfaction to the United 
States Golf Association, and I did not fully realise 
ow wise the Committee had been in their choice 
until I heard these favourable comments made on 
the other side. The team, as chosen, did itself 
full jestice in play, and that it did not win the 
match is ang due to the fact that British 
golfers, as a rule, do not regard the possibilities 
of their play in relation to a sufficiently high 
standard. The American plays invariably for the 
5 Threes at four holes ate ever in his mind, and 

© gets quite a number of them. 

1 find their course more exacting than ours, and 
I also believe 'the standardising of their handicaps 
on a par score helps to induce the frame of mind 
which acoepts the superlative only. I do not wish 
to be misconstrued. Golf as it is now played in 
America by their best playets is not at all a grim 
and serious business. On the contrary, they are 
most cheerful and ead partnera and opponents 
in a match, and the game is no more made a 
busines; there than it is here. 

The famous Pine Valley course is probably the 
most difficult in the world—certainly the most 
difficult I have seen. It is a revelation in golf 
course architecture. 

The result of the International match was much 
closer than the actual figures show; and, although 
we lost, several of the Americans expressed the 
opinion that with just little more of fortune’s 
favour and a slight improvement in our putting 
we might possibly have won. This is cucouraging 
for the future. During my stay in America I had 
many interesting conversations with the President 
and other prominent members of the United States 
Golf Association, and it will be gratifying to your 
committee to learn’ that my strongest impression 
was their earnest desire to work in accord with 
the home authorities in all matters concerning the 
politics of the game. 2 I say that the 
Americans are anxious and willing to co-operate 
with us, and they fully appreciate that, from 
history and long custom, we should be in a 
position to offer them some guidance. 

I understand that, although the tour, owing to 
the generous hospitality received, cost much less 
(£1,588) than vas at first anticipated, the sub- 
scriptions towards the expenses have been so 
meagre that there is a deficit of £801. If the 
Championship Committee is to be muicted in this 
sum it will be a poor reward for their courage in 
embarking on this sporting enterprise. The object 
of the tour was to create a genuine feeling of 
friendship between the golfers of the two countries, 
and, having made the journey, I am convinced 
that this was successfully «achieved, and. that 
nothing but good can come from further meetings. 
It is the desire of the United States Golf Associa- 
tion that the match should take place alternately 
in each country, not necessariy yearly, but 
periodically, irrespective of the result of the last 
match,
